Boyne City school board mem- 
bers approved a new contract for 
Superintendent Robert Nakonec- 
any that will ensure his being the 
head of the school system for the 
next three years. 

The new contract is retroactive 
to the first of July, 1989, and will 
go through June 30, 1992. It in- 
cludes step increases and a 4.5 per- 
cent raise for each of the three 
years. 

This means that Nakonecany 


will be making $54,562 for this 
schoo! year, $59,517 in 1990, 
$64,695in 1991. 

Also included in the contract are 
fringe benefits which include the 
payments of $300 per month for 
the personal use of his automobile 
when on school business for the 
first year and a 4.5 percent in- 
crease in the car allowance each 
succeeding year. He will also be 
reimbursed for al] reasonable 
general and personal business ex- 


Road Commision delays 
snowmobile/road okay 


Charlevoix County Road Com- 
missioners may be leaning towar- 
ds allowing snowmobiles on county 
roads, but the decision was 
delayed after the commissioners 
discussed some of the possible 
problems that may be involved. 

The biggest problem, according 
to some commissioners, is the 
liability. Commissioners do not 
want to have the county liable for 
some accident caused when a 
snowmobiler hits a tree along a 
county right-of-way. 

So while the decision was 
delayed, the commissioners did 
agree to set up a meeting before 
the October 23 road commission 
meeting to try to work out some of 


the possible solutions. 

Currently, one of the options 
they are looking at would be to get 
together with the Department of 
Natural Resources, State Police, 
the Charlevoix County 
Snowmobile Council, the County 
Sheriff's Department, and the 
cities to try to work out designated 
roads where snowmobiles would 
be allowed. : 

Another option would be to ac- 
cept the state law covering the use 
of snowmobiles. One problem the

Pipeline work 


to start 
in Hudson Twp 


Great Lakes Gas Transmission 
Company announced plans for the 
construction of 177 miles of 36 inch 
diameter pipeline, 5.8 miles of 
which will be through Charlevoix 
County in Chandler and Hudson 
Townships. 

The line, called a loop, will let 
the company supply additional 
Canadian natural gas into lower 
Michigan and eastern Canada and 
will increase the capacity by 157.5 
million cubic feet per day, company 
officials said. 

The line will be constructed 
parallel and adjacent to the 
present pipeline which goes 
through the townships. The gas 
transmission company said the 
construction will be started in this 
area sometime in late October or 
early November. 

The line acutally begins in 
British Columbia, Canada, traver- 
sing through Canada before 


crossing into the United States in | 


Minnesota, then crosses Wisconsin 
and the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan before heading due south 
to end up near Port Huron where 
it crosses into southern Canada. 

Of the upgrade of the line, 116 
miles are slated for construction in 
Michigan.

Allright Charlevoix County residents. Are you ready tosee 
your car insurance rates go up about 57 percent? That is what 
the probable rise in insurance costs would be if a proposed bill 
that was introduced to the State Legislature would do if it 
were approved. 

The bill, introduced by Rep. Nelson Saunders of Detroit, 
would, among many other provisions, eliminate the. use of 
territorial base rates, which help define costs is areas where 
accidents and other insurance lossesare greater or lesser. 

Charlevoix County happens to be in one of those areas 

- which fall into the lesser category. We don’t have as many cars 

stolen around here as they do in a territory like Detroit. We 
don't have as many accidents mainly because we have fewer 
automobiles traveling the roads as compared to the urban 
areas of the state. 

But this proposed bill would try to equalize out the costs 
from one end of the state to the other. A place of high risk 
today, like Detroit, would end up getting their insurance costs 
reduced by as much as 45 percent. 

Rep. Saunders has said “Michigan residents have been vic- 


timized for too long by a system that allows them to be © 


systematically gouged. Year after year insurance rates have 
escalated and so have company profits.” 

What the man doesn’t say is that the costs of insurance have 
risen along with the cost of cars. 

Just a few years ago, a typical automobile might cost 
$12,000. Today, that same vehicle would cost $17,000. The raise 
in insurance that you and I have to pay is based on that 
vehicle’s cost as wellas the owner’s driving record. 

While we dread the thought of having to pay more for a new 
automobile, we dread even more the additional cost of 
legislative mandated rules and regulations. Especially car in- 
surance. 

We already are paying extra for such mandates as air bags, 
new rules for gasoline stations that are being passed on to us. 
We don't feel we can afford much more. 

Especially for the benefit of someone who lives in an urban 


area.

Still, this listening is where he 
feels men fool women best because 
they can manage having their 
minds elsewhere while their 
bodies appear attentive. 

Since Cohen indicates that men

Malpass Foundation funds 


mini-grant program 


The East Jordan Public Schools 
are pleased to announce that the 
Malpass Foundation has provided 
the funding for a teacher mini- 
grant program during the 1989-90 
school year. The. mini-grant 
program represents a slight 
change of strategy for the foun- 
dation, who, until this program, 
had been involved in “bricks and 
mortar” programs, constructing 
the Community Pool in 1988 and 
the District Library in 1989. 

Chip Hansen, the Superinten- 
dent of Schools in East Jordan, 
described the mini-grant program 
as “unique,” and “one-of-a-kind” in 
northwest Michigan. The program, 
Hansen said, will provide a 
maximum of ten mini-grants to the 
East Jordan K-12 and Adult 
Education faculty this year. Grants 
awards will range from a minimum 
of $50 to a maximum of $750, 
creating a potential pool of $7,500 
available in grant funds. 

The mini-grant program is 
designed to help teachers promote 
student achievement, through the 
funding of creative and innovative 
classroom projects and materials. 
The grant application process will 
begin immediately, Hansen said, 
and the grant awards are expected 
to be made in mid-October. In ad- 
dition, the Malpass Foundation 
and the East Jordan Schools in- 
tend to recognize the 1989-90 grant 
recipients at a Recognition Dinner 
to be held in late May or early 
June of 1990.

Women’s Resource Center 
helps with a Displaced 


Homemaker Program 


In June, Diane Bleanger walked 
into the Women’s Resource Center 
looking for the Displaced 
Homemaker Program. She had 
recently been divorced and needed 
to find full time employment. As a 
homemaker for 32 years, with four 
children, four step-children and six 
grand children, Diane Bleanger 
easily qualified for the services 
provided by the Women’s Resour- 
ce Center's Displaced Homemaker 
Program, which is funded by the 
Department of Labor. The Depar- 
tment of Labor defines a displaced 
homemaker as an individual who 
has been in the home for at least 
ten years, has been dependent 
upon another family member and 
has lost her/his support through 
separation, divorce, widowhood, or 


spousal disablement. 
Diane Belanger worked with 
Mary Hyslop, Displaced 


Homemaker Advocate/Counselor 
in career and aptitude testing. 
Together they developed two 
resumes and a series of cover let- 
ters. From June through August, 
eight job leads were provided 
through the Women’s Resource 
Center. Belanger spent hours 
pouring over employment infor- 
mation - job descriptions, 
requirements, employment 
outlook, wages, ete. but nothing 
quite clicked. Then, one night, 
while taking care of an 80 year old 
friend, whose live-in had «quit, an 
idea began: forming. This 80 year 


old woman needed. help in cooking - 
light - 


some meals and. in 
housekeeping, but she did not need 


’ gkilled care. Belanger could not 
find temporary help for her. Why’ 
not. do.this: myself,” she thought. 


And’so Helping Hands Home Care 


was-born. Everyone Diane talks to - 
‘about the program.has shown en- 
thusiasm and ‘support. Services to’ 
- be offered include - home ‘com- 
panions, .meal . preparation, . 
. Cleaning, minor. repairs and main- 
tenance, shopping, errand running, - 
house sitting, pet care and “almost : 
“anything. anyone could want”, ex-- 


me. 


plains Bleanger. “We intend to 
provide these services in a five 
county area, with people on call to 
provide assistance in Emmet, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, Otsego 
and Presque Isle.” A person could 
use the service once, for fall/spring 
cleanup or take out a contract for 
one, two, three days a week. 
Although services are specialized 
with senior citizens in mind, 
anyone can take advantage of 
what is offered. 

Gift certificates will also be 
available for Christmas, birthdays 
and Mother’s Day, etc. Helping 
Hands Home Care services will be 
offered beginning October 2, 1989. 
There will be no grand opening 
but specials will be run throughout 
the month of October. Helping 
Hands Home Care offices are 
located at 950 N. Center in 
Gaylord. For additional .infor- 
mation and service fees persons 
are urged to call the Helping Han- 
ds office (517) 732-8484. 

Hyslop, who has worked with 
Belanger, is extremely delighted 
that another Displaced 
Homemaker ‘has found a niche. 
“Every success story is a jewel to 
be treasured,” she says. “For every 
Displaced Homemaker who has 
found employment, there are a 
dozen actively looking for em- 
ployment. Their stories are. dif- 
ferent versions of the same 
theme... “I’ve been a homemaker 
all my life’- I lost my husband - I 
have ‘no insurance - Tell me what 
to do.”

Mary and Joe are high on my 
list of beautiful people. They were 
expecting me and the delicious 
aroma of a browned beef roast and 
home made applesauce greeted 
me. Joe fixed squash for dinner 
like this. : 

JOE'S BAKED SQUASH 
Buttercup or acorn squash 
For 3 people he had 1 large acorn 
squash cut into quarters and 
seeded. 

He seasoned the pieces with a 
little salt and put them around the 
beef roast in a large covered 
roaster about 45 minutes before 
the roast was ready to serve. 

This squash was moist and very 
tasty with just a bit of butter, or 
the gravy from the roast. You 
could put a sprinkling of brown 
sugar on it if you like your squash 
just a little sweet. 

I do not recall Mother having 
summer squashes in her garden; 
though she always had the big 
Hubbard kind, the last ones to 
harvest. She split them in two with 
the axe, removed the seeds and 
baked them in the oven of the old 
wood range; this took quite a long 
time. Then she scooped out the 
squash, mashed, buttered and 
seasoned it. This is the perfect 
squash for taste and texture. It 
was always on our Thanksgiving 
dinner table. 

We can buy squash of many 
varieties the year around at our 
super markets, however they all 
seem to taste so much better these 
fall days. We must cook the sum- 
mer squashes before they mature. 
They include the yellow crockneck 
and straightneck, patty pan and 
zucchini. These squashes and 
pumpkins are native to America, a 
gift from the Indians. Here is a 
delicious recipe from my “Cooking 
By Touch” cookbook. - 

SUMMER SQUASH SAUTE 
1 lb. summer squash—do not peel 
Cut in ¥/ inch slices

3 tablespoons butter 

Salt and pepper to taste 

1-Melt butter in a skillet, add the 
squash. Cook over low heat, 
stirring from time to time until the 
squash is tender, about 5 to 8- 
minutes. 

Season with salt and pepper. ° 

This. recipe can be varied by: 
Combine two varieties of squash. 
Adding sliced green onion to the 
saute. ; 

Sprinkling it with parsley, chives 
or basil before serving. 
Adding a peeled, seeded and chop- 
ped tomato about 2 minutes before 
squash is done. Enjoy! 

The butternut squash, I believe, 
is my favorite of all varieties. Just 
split and remove seeds, put split 
side down on baking sheet and 
bake at 400 degrees. You can also 
prick the skin and bake the whole 
squash until tender, then scoop out 
the shell, discard the seeds, mash 
and season your favorite way. 

Sometimes I slice and pee! but- 
ternut squash, cut it in cubes and 
bake it in a casserole dish with dabs 
of butter, salt and pepper. Bake 
until tender. I love its nutty flavor. 

Here is one more zucchini 


recipe. It is made in the 

microwave. However if you wish it 

can be baked in the regular oven. 
ZUCCHINI CASSEROLE 

6 slices bacon 

1 cup chopped ‘onion 

4 medium zucchini, cut in 1% inch 

slices (about 11/2 Ib.) 

1 cup thick tomato sauce 


1 clove garlic pressed or finely

1 teaspoon oregano 

%/. teaspoon salt 

14 teaspoon pepper 

1 cup shredded Mozzarella cheese 
1-Arrange bacon in a single layer 
in a baking pan that fits your 
microwave.

school budget that there were 
several areas where the budget 
would be helping the district to 
save money and those were only a 
one-time thing as an area like 
school busing would cost the 
district less than planned because 
of the delay in busing for the 
students when the school year 
started.

I you've been in- 
volved in projects 
bring the eastern 
bluebird back to 
Michigan, September 
was pay-back time. It’s 
the time when you 
may have seen large 
numbers of bluebirds 
sitting on utility wires 
or fences along rural 
roads as they gathered 
in flocks for the fall 
migration. 

In areas where the 
bluebird population 
has increased in 
response to bluebird 


housing projects 
carried out under the 
aegis of the 
Cooperative Extension 
Service and the DNR’'s 
non-game program, the 
sight of dozens to hun- 
dreds of bluebirds 
alongside rural roads is 
new and welcome. The 
DNR non-game wildlife 
fund staff reports that 
observers have tallied 
more than 5,000 young 
bluebirds fledged trom 
bluebird nest boxes. 
Bluebirds are just 
one of species you're 
likely to see, of course, 
and not the most com- 


mon in many areas. 
More common are 
swallows, mourning 
doves and starlings. 
Swallows — barn, 
tree, bank, rough- 
winged and, in some 
areas, cliff swallows — 
may be seen by the 
thousands as they sit 
shoulder to shoulder 
on hundreds of yards 
of phone lines 
alongside the road or 
in smaller groups — 20 
or 30, perhaps — 
around a barn popular 
as a barn swallow 
nesting site. More than 
5,000 tree swallows

fledged from nest 
boxes, according to ob- 
servers reporting their 
results to the DNR. 
Mourning doves are 
easy to distinguish 
because they're bigger 
than the other 
migratory birds and 
lighter colored with 
long, pointed tails. 
Also, their flocks num- 


ber dozens rather than 


thousands, and they 
tend to scatter out 
along the roadside 
utility wires rather 
than sit wing to wing. 
Starlings, with their 
short tails and black 
coloration, are equally 
easy to recognize, 
especially when they 
form huge flocks of 
thousands of birds and 
swirl in and out of cor- 
nfields and stands of 
trees to line utility 
wires and fences. 
Other birds you may 
see perched alongside 
the roadway that will 
be interesting to watch 
are the hawks. The 
large red-tail hawk is 
the most common, but 
you might also see the 
much smaller kestrels 
(also called sparrow 
hawks). In the fall you 
may see the adults that 
have been around all 
summer and their of- 
fspring, plus the 
migratory hawks just 
passing through. With 
luck, you might see a 
broad-winged hawk. 
You're most likely to 
see the larger hawks 
perched on solitary 
dead or dying trees, 
tall trees at the other 
edge of a woodlot or 
even fenceposts where 
they can keep a sharp 
eye on the grassy 
shoulders and median 
strips for mice and 
other small animals. 
Kestrels often sit on 
utility wires and wire 


fences, These “high- 
way hawks” were 
unusually common last 
spring and may be 
very visible again this 
fall 


October is the time 
for the fall foliage color 
tour, and it’s a great 
time to take in the 


migratory waterfowl 
displays in major 
wetlands around the 
state, as well as to en- 
joy the smaller per- 
ching birds along the 
rural road- 
ways.Though you may 
have to travel a bit to 
see them — though 


perhaps no farther 
than the route you 
drive to work — these 
vast flocks are simply 
an extension of the 
wildlife you’ve wat- 
ched all summer as 
you've studied and en- 
joyed nature from your 
backdoor. 


Michigan studying ozone 
around Lake Michigan 


Michigan is taking 
the lead in a study 
aimed at analyzing 
ozone formation and 
transport in and 
around Lake Michigan. 

Under a memoran- 
dum of agreement 
signed by Michigan, 
Diinois, Wisconsin, and 
Indiana, the project 
calls for intensive 
gathering and assem- 
bly of data, including 
detailed emission in- 
ventories, ambient air 
quality and 
meteorological infor- 
mation including wind 
direction and tem- 
perature. Additionally, 
the project will result 
in developing a model 
to be used to develop 
solutions to this serious 
air pollution problem. 

The study is par- 
ticularly important in 
Michigan because the

state has experienced 
exceedences of accep- 
table levels of ozone in 
the western part of the 
state, specifically in the 
Muskegon and Grand 
Rapids areas. These 
exceedences are 
generally agreed to be 
caused by emissions in 
Indiana and Illinois. 
Ozone limits are of 
concern when they are 
monitored in excess of 
the National Ambient 
Air Quality Standard 
of .12 parts per million. 
“Michigan played an 
integral role in pushing 
for the study which 
will provide much 
needed information 
about the sources of 
the ozone problems we 
are experiencing in the 
western part of our 
state,” said Director 
David Hales of the 
Department of Natural 


Resources. “It is a 
necessary step toward 
a return to acceptable 
air quality in our state. 
It also indicates the 
importance of a strong 
federal Clean Air Act 
which addresses 
regional air quality 
issues,” Hales said. 

The study will cost 
$12 million and will 
cover more than 60 
counties in an area 
starting from Green 
Bay, Wisconsin around. 
the southern end of 
Lake Michigan and up 
to Traverse City, 
Michigan including 
Madison; Milwaukee; 
Chicago; Lake County, 
Indiana; Benton Har- 
bor; St. Joseph; Grand 
Rapids and Muskegon. 
It will be the largest 
study of its kind ever 
conducted in the mid- 
west, 


THE TRAIN 
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Local artisan creates a feast for the eyes

“Beauty is in the eye 
of the beholder.” These 
words have never had 
a more literal meaning 
than in the case of the 
kaleidoscope. Indeed, 
the very word is 
derived from three 
Greek words meaning 
“beautiful-form-to see”. 

A basic kaleidoscope 
consists of an eyepiece, 
an object case con- 
taining objects to be 
viewed, and a tube 
containing angled 
mirrors which reflect 
against each other and 
multiply objects into 
symmetrical patterns. 

Most of us remem- 
ber the kaleidoscope as 
the cheap cardboard 
toy holding bits of 
colored plastic that 
created changing pat- 
terns with each turn. 
But this lowly 
childhood diversion ac- 
tually had its start as a 
19th century scientific 
discovery. 

Sir David Brewster, 
a Scottish child 
prodigy who entered 
the University of 
Edinburgh at the age 
of twelve, spent years 
experimenting with 
the science of optics. In 
1811, Brewster con- 
structed a prism lens 
built upon several cir- 
cular segments which 


was perfected and 
became the lighthouse 
as we know it today. 
He followed this inven- 
tion with distinguished 
work in the field of 
light polarization. 

In 1816, to cap an 
already illustrious 
career as philosopher, 
scientist, and inventor, 
Brewster invented the 
kaleidoscope. He was 
35. Popular response 
was overwhelming an 
aggressive en- 
trepreneurs sold hun- 
dreds of thousands of 
the objects as parlor 
diversions. Brewster 
however, saw little 
financial reward due to 
faulty patent 
registration. 

While the 
kaleidoscope’s popular- 
ity was immediate in 
Europe, it did not find 
its way into American 
homes until the 1870s. 
Over the next hundred 
years, the kaleidoscope 
lost out to advancing 
technology and became 
the uninspiring car- 
dboard tube found in 
novelty and toy stores. 
Not until the 1970s did 
a combination of 
nostalgia and curiosity 
rekindle interest in the 
kaleidoscope and 
provide artisans across 


the country with a new | 


means of expression.

Kuhns. A _ 1970 
graduate of Grand 
Rapids Kendall School 
of Design, Kuhns 
began his career by 
fashioning useful and 
decorative objects 
from antler and exotic 
woods. His pens, crib- 
bage boards, cane han- 
dies and desk ac- 
cessories are just some 
of the items found in 
upscale stores and 
galleries across the 
country. “To make a 
living as an artist, you 
have to make things 
people use, and to 
make them like your 
product, you put an ar- 
tistic flair on it,” he 
says.

The 
state provided for the 
choir until the gover- 
nment fell out of power 
during World War I. 

A priest named 
Joseph Schnitt 
reorganized the group 
in 1924 with a board of 
directors and _ the 
boarding school con- 
cept. Since then, 
proceeds from the 
choir’s tours have been 
used to support the 
choir and its school. 

Boys audition for 
the choir when they 
are seven and do not 
need vocal training. 
After being selected, 
they join the school at 
age eight and attend 
classes and practice 
singing for two years. 
When they are 10, they 
are placed in one of 
four choirs. 

About half of the 
boys admitted to the 
school do not finish 
their first two years 
because they do not 
have strong grades, 
the proper voice, or 
can not adapt to 
private school. 

They are a part of 
the choir until their 
voice begins to lose its 
pre-pubescent soprano 
tone which occurs 
between 12 and 14. Af- 
ter their voices change, 
they can not sing in the 
choir, but can continue 
at the choir’s school 
until they are 15. 

Adams is one of two 
Americans who travel 
with the boys. The 
other is a bus driver. 
They also bring with 
them a music director, 
nurse, and a house- 
father from Austria. 
The latter is a tutor, 
but more often than 
not, a disciplinarian. 

The Vienna Choir 
Boys: have visited 
America no fewer than 
42 times, have com- 


pleted numerous tours 
of Asia, Australia, 
South Africa, and 
South America. They 
have been received by 
innumerable heads of 
state, including 
audiences with Popes 
Pius XI, Pius XI, and 
Paul VI. 

Through their films, 
recordings, television 
appearances and tours, 
the choir has delighted 
millions in every cor- 
ner of the world.

with snow if snow falls at all in 
northern Michigan. The 
Ogemaw Snowmobile Club 
ized ten years ago and 
dedicated itself to building and 
improving trails until now 
they have 78 miles and two 
groomers.

When flagman Tom Pollard 
dropped the green flag of- 
ficially starting the 2nd An- 
nual Muskegon Pro Enduro 
400 Snowmobile West 
Michigan Championship Race, 
Saturday, February 18, 1989, 
there was no doubt in the 
minds of either Williams- 
Benner Team drivers Jeff 
Kipimiller or Rick Zudell that 
they would be winners. And, 
of course, when Miss America, 
sits on your sled and tells you 
she has a good feeling about it, 
youre bound to be a winner, 
right? Call it racers’ intuition, 
or just a gut feeling, somehow 
they knew the winner's circle 
would belong to team No, 45. 
It sure seemed like the 
Williams-Benner Team had 
been touched by the magic of 
former Miss America, Kaye 

Lani Rae Rafko. 

Miss Rafko was present at 
a special ceremony held prior 
to the start of Saturday after- 
noon’s 400 Pro Enduro Main 
Event, to officially dedicate 
the Michael Knight Memorial 
Race Track. 

Michael Knight, a gifted in- 
novator, and community 
leader, touched many lives in 
his short 45 years. One of 
those lives he touched so 
deeply was Kaye Lani Rae 
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Rafko, Miss America 1988. 

Miss Rafko came back to 
Muskegon in remembrance of 
her good friend, Michael, 
paying him special tribute and 
celebrating in his honor the 
second successful year of 
racing at the Winter Sports 
Facility, a dream he helped 
make a reality. 

At the conclusion of the 
track dedication, Miss 
America, Kaye Lani, talked 
with some of the race teams as 
they prepared to line up for 
the start of the Pro Enduro 
400. According to Jeff Kip- 
fmiller, when Miss America 
actually sat on sled No. 45 and 
made the comment that she 
had a good feeling about: the 
sled looking like a winner, that 
really got his adrenaline 
flowing. 

Whatever the reason, there 
was no doubt about it, the 
Kipfmiller-Zudell combination 
was hard at work once again, 
thrilling the crowds, making 
this racing spectacular full of 
breathtaking excitement right 
down to the final lap. 

It was a battle to the finish, 
but Kipfmiller kept pouring on 
the power, charging hard and 
relentless, around the 4 mile 
iced oval track until victory 
belonged to the Williams- 
Benner Race Team. Riding a

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Ski-Doo Formula plus, Kip- 
fmiller stated, “In the begin- 
ning of the race the weather 
was warm and our fuel was a 
little too fat, but as it turned 
colder midway through the 
race, we iba to build more 


Although Kipfmiller and 
Todd Krikke both finished on 
lap 400, sled No. 45 was nearly 
a lap ahead when the 


victory. The Krikke brothers, 
Todd and Randy, were defen- 
ding champions of last year’s 
Muskegon Pro 400. 
Commending team owners 
and ace mechanics, Larry 
Williams and Bob Benner, 


Kipfmiller stated, “Bob and 
Larry put a hell of a sled 
together.” Kipfmiller _ex- 
plained further, “We didn’t cut 
any slack today as the people 
can see. We just charged hard 
and ran right to the nuts 
straight to the end.” 
From a field of 29 sleds, 18 
finished. As if the final 
challenge between Kipfmiller 
and Krikke wasn't thrilling 
enough, spectators also wit- 
nessed the tenacious duel 
between third and fourth 
place finishers, Team Dogpat- 
ch and Richenberg Racing. 
Troy Pierce of Greenbush, 
Minnesota, lead driver for No. 
57 Team Dogpatch ion 
Munising, Michigan, 
desperately trying to hold on on 


to his third place lead in order 
to wrap up the overall High- 
points Championship for the 
Midwest International Racing 
Association, but Roy Eichen- 
berg of Fichenberg Racing, was 
relentlessly pounding the 
track on his 540 Yamaha in hot 
pursuit of the third place slot 
himself: 


Pierce's intense need to 
place third set up some very 
exciting racing between him- 
self. and Eichenberg. Advan- 
cing 26 positions, from start to 
finish, 22 year old Pierce and 
back-up driver Alan Haynes of 
Mt. Pleasant, Michigan 
finished in third place, ten laps 
out of first. The Eichenberg 
Race team, with drivers Rob 
and Roy, finished fourth one 


lap behind. 2 

It probably seemed to Troy 
Pierce and crew that the en- 
tire race weekend was one of 
playing catch up. According to 
Dogpatch team members, 
disaster struck when a rear 
wheel rim fell off the team bus 
as they were traveling to 
Muskegon, but thanks to 
fellow Upper, Pro-Am driver 
Paul Gaberdiel of Curtis, 
Michigan, who picked them up 
near St. Ignace and transpor- 
ted their sled and equipment 
along with his own to 
Muskegon, they were able to 
finish out the facing season 
and stay in comtention for the 
MIRA Highpoints Champion- 
ship. 

Arriving too late Friday to 


make the qualifying rounds 
for the 400 Pro Enduro, Pierce 
had to start at the back of the 
pack in 29th position and work 
his way up through the ranks 
which was not an easy task 
considering the excellent 
competition on the track. 

It certainly seemed as if 
Team Dogpatch was destined 
for doom, as Pierce continued 
to run into problems 
throughout the race. A minor 
accident early on in the race 
sent Pierce to the pits, but he 
was soon back on the track 
with little damage to his sled. 
Believe it or not, this was not 
the end. 

Pierce's problems were far 
from over, as he experienced 
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Jeff Kipfmiller and Rick Zudell receive an 
extra bonus when -they get to meet Miss 
America "1988" Kay Lani Rafko. 


more difficulty when his car- 
buretor fell off his sled. To 
make matters worse, the 
track turned to dirt in the 
corners as the race 
progressed, and Pierce's car- 
bide tips began to wear down, 
making handling of his 
machine nearly impossible. 
Pierce continued to press 
on, never giving up, striving to 
stay within the top three 
positions in order to lock up 
the Highpoints Champion- 
ship. Pit stop after pit stop, 
Pieree continu maintain 
his goal, and slowly sled No. 57 
made its way to the top. 
Pierce might have come 
away short for winning the 
Muskegon 400, but he 
definitely proved he could go 
the distance for winning the 
MIRA Highpoints Champion- 


ship. Expressing grateful ap- 
preciation to those teams who 
helped him throughout this 
past racing season and 
especially to Paul Gaberdiel 
who made the race at 
Muskegon possible. 

Roy Kichenberg and 
brother Rob are no strangers 
to Enduro Racing. According 
to Roy, they live in a little 
community called Hawkins, 
located between Reed City 
and Big Rapids. Stating, “If it 
wasn't for the kind folks of 
Hawkins raising money to get 
us started racing this season, 
we would not be here today.” 
According to Roy, the town 
holds a blessing of the sleds 
and money is raised to send 
them off to their first race. 
From that point on, it’s just

Riding a 1987 Yamaha 540 
V-Max, considered by Eichen- 
berg to be the last of a dying 
breed, but Roy stated they 
have always had good luck 
with the sled since they star- 
ted racing. 

A record setting pole 
position was established by 
Jimmy Kirts. Riding his 
Polaris 650, Kirts grabbed an 
early lead but lost it soon after 
when his machine began ex- 
periencing mechanical 
problems. 

According to Dan Kirts, 
Jimmy was off to a good start 
until he blew a piston. Kirts 
sponsored by the Fleske Farm 
Team No. 42 of DeWitt, 
Michigan was a real contender 
in the MERA Circuit this past 
racing season. 

The Kipfmiller/Zudell duo 
was hot on the track, coming 
off a protested win at Albright 
Shores, making them a real 
contender in the Highpoints 
Championship standings. The 
two young race drivers, Kip- 
fmiller and Zudell were 
determined to take home the 
glory one last time, putting 
the finishing touch on the 1989 
Enduro Racing season. 

The Williams-Benner, Red 
Hot, Formula Plus Ski-Doo 
started the race in second 
place, but fell behind during 
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Kay Lani Rafko, Miss America 1988, proudly

the first half of the race. Com- 
pletely dropping out of the top 
ten slot at one point, they 
were determined to be win- 
ners, as they ferociously bat- 
tled their way against the od- 
ds back into the lead. 

It was an uphill battle for 
team No, 45, as they faced a 
number of obstacles, but the 
most dramatic happened ap- 
proximately 280 laps into the 
race, when Rick Zudell was 
black-flagged for passing un- 
der a yellow caution flag. At 
this point the Williams-Benner 
team lost the lead to sled No. 
60, Team Confusion and the 
Krikke brothers. 

The Williams-Benner Team 
was forced to make an im- 
mediate pit stop where a war- 
ning was issued to Zudell and 
a lap was lost. Zudell, who had 
been driving very 
aggressively throughout the 
race, explained what hap- 
pened when he was black- 
flagged. “I might have jumped 
it a little bit, but that’s just 
racing. I thought it was green, 
it was green but they know I 
couldn’t see it, but I knew it 
was green, I was just a little 
too early on the trigger. It 
didn’t cost Japs or anything, 
they just brought me in, gave 
a scolding and sent me back 
out.” 

When I asked Kipfmiller 
how difficult it was for him to 
have to make up the un- 
scheduled pit stop and the lost 
lap that his team was 
penalized when Zudell was 
black-flagged he replied, “I 
didn’t have a choice, once I got 
on the sled and found we lost a 
lap, I decided at that point I 
wasn't going to settle for 
anything but first,-you know 
how I ami, so I just charged 
and went for it.” 

Kipfmiller also squelched 
any rumors iloating around 
that this might possibly be his. 
last racing season. When the 
question of early retirement 
was .asked -of -Kipfmiller, . he 


responded by saying, “Kirts is 
still racing isn’t he’? Well, I’ve 
got a long way to go to catch 
him, I don't know what's going 
to happen, but as long as I 
stay healthy and I feel good 
and J can stil) run strong and 
everything, I'll probably stay 
around another year, another 
two, another three. 

At the end of the first 100 
laps Duane Baur No. 14 riding 
a Ski-Doo for Lockwood Per- 
formance Special was in the 
lead, with Todd Krikke, No. 60 
Team Confusion in close 
second. Mike Staszak, No. 16 
riding for Team Dobson, 
following in hot pursuit trailed 
third, while Jimmy Kirts, 
Felske Farms sled No, 42 was 
fourth with Jeff Kipfmiller 
riding the Williams-Benner 
sled No. 45 was fifth. 

With 153 laps completed 
the lead changed to Tom 
Bozek, No. 77 of the Wuppet 
Wace Team, a newcomer to 
Enduro racing this past 
season. Tom’s Wuppets were 
really pushing to stay ahead of 
Duane Baur and Bob Kosinski 
duel who were trying 
zealously to reclaim their lead. 
Sled No, 60, Team Confusion 
had dropped to third place, 
but by lap 176 it was a dif- 
ferent story. Bosek was trying 
to stay alive in first with No. 
60, Todd Kirkke pushing him 
hard, both riding Polaris 650s, 
the chase was on. 

Team Confusion No. 60, the 
Krikke brothers were hoping 
to wrap up the season with a 
win as they had done last year 
at the First Annual Muskegon 
Pro 400 Enduro. They were 
now in the lead with 233 laps of 
400 complete. § However, 
Williams-Benner Team 45 had a 
different view, trying to close 
the gap Zudell and Kipfmiller 
werent about to settle for 
second place. Mike Staszak 
No. 16 consistently powered 
his Polaris 650-around the ice 
oval, just awaiting his chance 
to advance out of third.

By the end of 240 laps, 
Staszak had disappeared from 
the top ten field, with 
mechanical problems, but 
Troy Pierce No. 57 of Team 
Dogpatch was emerging into 
the top standings, taking over 
fifth place. Rising from 29th 
position to 5th in 240 laps, 
with a few set-backs in bet- 
ween is what happens when 
you have a goal in mind and 
the determination to reach it, 
as this aggressive 22 year old 
Minnesota native has proven 
throughout this entire racing 
season. 

What a difference 20 laps 
ean make in an Enduro Race, 
by the end of 250 laps 
Williams-Benner sied No. 45 
and No. 60 Krikke’s Team 
Confusion, were on the same 
lap, but by lap 312 Todd 
Kirkke on his Polaris 650 Indy 
had regained sole possession 
of the lead again, with No. 45 
riding their tail. 

The battle raged between 
sled No. 45 and No. 60 and by 
lap 389 only eighteen sleds 
remained, but the lead had 
changed again. This time the 
Williams-Benner Ski-Doo was 
number one, with Todd 
Krikke pressing his Polaris 
hard trying to close the gap on 
Kipfmiller's six and one-half 
second lead. 

A break in the action came 
for the Williams-Benner Team 
when a caution flag came out 
on lap 339 and Team Con- 
fusion and the Krikke boys 
made a pit stop. When Krikke 
pitted, Kipfmiller seized the 
opportunity to widen his lead. 
Although half the race had 
been a constant see-saw battle 
for the lead between Kip- 
fmiller and Krikke, Kipfmiller 
was determined not to give it 
back this time. 

Excited fans huddled them- 
selves against the weather 
beaten snow fence. barriers 
that surrounded the race 
track, trying to get a closer 
view of these powerful ice 
mobiles traveling around the 
iced oval track at speeds of 


over 100-miles per hour. 

With 365 of 400 laps com- 
pleted, Kipfmiller widened his 
lead, as Todd Krikke tried 
desperately to make up the 
gap, pushing his 650 Polaris 
faster and faster, but it ap- 
peared he was continually 
losing ground. Kipfmiller, on 
the other hand, was trying to go 
faster and hang on to his six 
and one-half second lead over 
Team Confusion. Hoping he 
had put enough distance bet- 
ween himself and Troy Pierce 
for the points championship, 
Kipfmiller concentrated 
wholeheartedly on his 
primary objective, winning 
the Muskegon Pro 400. 

Krikke rode his Polaris 
flawlessly in close pursuit 
right down to the bitter end. 
With approximately 10 laps to 
go, Krikke stated a clutch 
spring broke taking away the 
top end speed of his sled on 
the straightaways. Further 
stating, “We ran out of and 
our steering went away at the 
end, but other than that the 
sled ran good all day. No 
problems.” 

The Krikke brothers hope 
for a second win at the 
Muskegon 400 diminished 
towards the fina! laps of the 
race when it became apparent 
that their allpowerful 650 
Polaris Indy was running out 
of steam, and the little Red 
Ski-Doo Formula Plus of the 
Willtiams-Benner Race Team, 
being piloted by veteran 
driver Jeff Kipfmiller was still 
super charged to the max. Ac- 
cording to Kipfmiller, “I could 
have ridden another 200 
miles.” 

Banquet Honors Race 
teams.. Following the Satur- 
day 400 Pro Enduro an awar- 
ds banquet was held at the 
Hilt Building across from the

: delicious roast beef buffet: din- 


ner was served followed by 
the awards presentations. 
Gary Smith, promoter of 
the Muskegon Winter Spec- 
tacular, with the help of Miss 


America 1988, Kaye Lani Rae 
Rafko, presented the top ten 
race teams plaques of par- 
ticipation and prize money. 
This was definitely the 
highlight of the banquet for all 
the teams, a memory that will 
last forever. 

Miss Rafko is a 24 year old 
registered nurse at St. Vin- 
cent Medical Center, Monroe, 
Michigan. It was easy to see 
how she won the hearts of 
America, because she cer- 
tainly became a favorite of all 
the MIRA race teams. Joking, 
Kaye Lani warned the race 
teams that she might be back 
next year as a race driver. 
This idea brought a round of 
applause from all the race 


‘teams, but when she asked if 


anyone needed an extra team 
member, it was an absolute 
sea of wild waving hands 
signifying yes, yes... 

The former Miss America 
was truly a sport and very 
much appreciated for her 
warmth and generosity. She 
came to pay tribute to a sadly 
missed friend, Michael Knight, 
and she stayed to win the 
hearts of all those who had the 
opportunity to meet her.

Scott McMillan, from Sault 
Ste.

A special Australian pur- 
suit race was held Saturday 
morning prior to the main 
event among the top ten 
qualifiers of the Muskegon 400 
Pro Enduro, with Jimmy Kir- 
ts riding No. 42 for the Felske 
Farms team starting in the 
back of the pack in reverse 
order of how they qualified. 
Kirts being the fastest 
qualifier of the 29 starting 
field, started in 10th spot in a 
scheduled 10 lap event. Once 
the race starts any racer who 
gets passed is automatically 
eliminated. In less than four 
laps, Jim Kirts had the only 
sled left on the track and took 
home the $1,000 cash award 
for his win. A real crowd 
pleaser, and an incentive for 
the Pro Racers to become the 
pole setters. This race was 
sponsored by FMB Lumber- 
man’s Bank of Muskegon. 

MECHANICS’ RACE 

A special Mechanics’ race 
was scheduled for Sunday 
morning’s racing activities. 
This fun 15 lap Enduro 
Mechanics’ Race was the 
highlight of the day, especially 
for the team drivers, who 
have to answer to these same 
mechanics race after race. 
This was a chance for the 
drivers to see just how well 
the head wrenches could hold 
up under the pressure of the 
race track themselves. 

For the most part it looked 
like a slow motion video, ex- 
cept for a few, like winner 
Louis Hunt, a former I-500 
record holder who took the 
lead at the start of the race 
and did not relinquish it until 
the checkered flag of victory 
his. There was no question 
whatsoever as to who was 
going to win. 

Hunt. retired from Pro 
racing two years ago stating 
this is the first time he has 
raced since. Hunt now works

as Head Wrench for Felske 
Farms Team No. 42. Being 
almost a full lap ahead of his 
nearest competitor might 
have seemed a little strange, 
but jokingly Hunt remarked, 
“everyone racing out there 
today was just having a good 
time.” Just getting around the 
track was a major accom- 
plishment for most of the 
drivers. 

A yellow caution flag, 
slowed down the pace as 
Terry Spencer of Team Spen- 
cer was forced to drop out of 
the race due to mechanical 
problems with his sled. When 
racing under. the’ green 
resumed it was Lockwood 
Performance in second place, 
with Tim Lockwood, owner 
and head wrench of the Lock- 
wood Performance Team at 
the helm. 

However, Larry Williams, 
ace mechanic with the 
Williams-Benner race team 
was another story. All I can 
say is my camera batteries 
froze up waiting for him to 
come around the track. Kid- 
ding, Williams stated, he had 
drawn the sixth position in the 
starting line up. Williams ex- 
plained if he went too fast he 
might run over the sleds in 
front of him, and if he went too 
slow the sleds behind would 
run over him. He felt he was a 
doomed man no matter what. 
Each racer who participated 
received a ribboned medallion.

The Kitty Kat races seem 
to be growing by leaps and 
bounds and the competitors 
are getting younger and 
younger; too. During the 
Muskegon competition the 
youngest child participating 
was 18 month old Tiffany 
Medler from the Morley, 
Michigan. area. She rode her 
sled under the watchful eye of 
her dad, who ran along behind 
watching for any problems. 

Each young racer. who par- 
ticipated received a ribboned 


medallion signifying his . 


valiant efforts. Two heats or 


racers vied for the checkered 
flag, and everyone was a win- 
ner, but only the two 
youngsters riding a Lockwood 
Performance Special crossed 
the finish line first. Matt
